The time has come when, in the interest of British trade atone, the eatabliahment and 
maintenance of She light can no longer he delayed and it appears to the Board of Trade 
that it should not lie postponed [fading the question whether any foreign Government will 
or will not contribute to its find cost or to its maintenance* The facte hearing op the 
necessity for this light are the increasing trade passing through the Suez Couth jhe citing 
danger of leaving this portion of coast without a light, ns is show; by the inclosed list of 
wrecks, and the representations received from the trade already referred to. 

The expediency of placing a lighthouse on the mainland has been considered m 
consultation with the Indian Government, but the difficulties which would besot ouch an 
establishment, arising more particularly from the unsettled state of the country, and the 
absence of any settled Government have compelled the Board of Trade to abandon for the 
present any project for the erection of lighthouse on the mamlamh They are advised that 
the necessities of the case would be best mot by mooring a light-ship off the north ejat end 
of the cape, but it is dear that if this is done, the light-vessel must be provided wttli steam 
power, it will also be necessary that a duplicate or swter ship should be provided to 
meet any contingencies. The Board of Trade are also advised that the Mt-vesscl mmt 
be so constructed as to be capable of resisting any attacks of the tribes of the country, and 
must therefore to a certain degree be an armed vessel. 

The cost of providing two such vessels, and of establishing one off the cape, and o 
sending the second to Aden to be kept in reserve, is estimated at $0,0001., and the annual 
cost of maintenance of the two vessels, one at the station ind one in reserve, is estimated 

Under all the circumstances afl above stated, the Board of Trade think that the 
requisite funds, that is to say, 00,0001., should be advanced by Great Britain, and they 
would suggest for tin? consideration of the Lords Commissioners, whether that sum might 
nut be advanced by the Public Works Loan Commissioners, on the security of a toll to be 
levied oo passing ships, the repayment of the loan being spread over ft period of hfty years. 

already stated, the Board of Trade estimate that the annual cost of maintaining the 
light-vessels will be 11,0002., and to that sum would have to be added the animal 
ins I all nen l in repayment of loan and the interest, thereon, say 5,000/., and the cost of 
collection of tolls, say, 1,000b, altogether making a total sum of 17,000/. to he annually

For a lime, the only source of revanue which eim be counted upon m that which will 
arise from a tax on British ships passing and using the light. Ii is estimated that of the 
whole number of ships, British, and foreign, which will pans and use this light, two-thirds 
them may be safely cslimited to be British ships. The Returns of the Suez Canal for 
,|,c year show that 4,750,85-1 tons of British shipping paid Canal dues, but from this 
total the Board of Trade, as fit present advised, think it will be necessary to deduct 
1,988,4-44 tons which sail to ports in the Red Sea and to porta in the Arabian Sea north 
0 f the Hth degree of north latitude, am! winch, therefore, would not benefit by tin light* 
imd cannot bu charged for it. After this deduction k made, 3,773*440 tons of British 
toiume« remains on which a toll could reasonably be charged. Taking, therefore, the Inst- 
mcnlioned figures of tonnage ae a basis or calculation! it. appears that a toll of l^d, per ton 
would produce 17 , 334 /. jhu ' nuuutn. . , __

’ WITH reference to previous correspondence relative to the light dues levied on 
shipinmg by the Egyptian Government, I nm directed by the Board of Trade to transmit 
herewith copv of a complaint on the subject which has been received Irani the Liverpool 
Steam Ship-owners 11 Associations and, in so doings I am to request that you will lay tSic 
fallowing observations before the Marquis ot Salisbury, . t? • rta . 

The Board of Trade have mi more than one occasion expressed to the Foreign Office 
their Opinion that the dues levied in respect of the Egyptian lighthouses in the Red Sea 
are largely in excess of the requirements of the service, and have urged that stepa should 
he taken for their reduction, Their views uocifi this point are fully stated in their letters 
of the Nth December, 1885, and the 23ml February, 1886. .... 

in reply to the proposals contained in these letters, Sir E, Buring, while admitting m 
hii Idler of the ‘>1 April, 1880, that if from the point of view of the interests of trade 
thure can be no doubt that a strong case exists in favour of a reduction of dues” recom¬ 
mended thal, looking to the state of Egyptian finimeea, ao steps should for the profit bo 
token in this direction. In this view the Secretary of State concurred, with the result that 
the trade who pay theae dues continue Lo be .subjected to the burden of an admittedly 
excessive impost, which is kid upon them, not for the purpose of maintaining the lights by 
which they benefit, or for any purpose connected with trade or commerce, bur owing to 
the state of the general Egyptian finances, for which the trade are m no way responsible or 

interested, , .. 

Tlit- mutter is one of very great importance to British shipowners, who contribute 
hetweeu 70 hud SU per cent, of llie Lotal dues levied in respect of the Red Sea lighthouses, 
ami Ilia Board of Triide, ns the Department charged with the duty of protecting their 
intcreste, would moat strongly urge upon the Secretary of Slate the reconsideration of 
ihe question, with a view to effecting some reduction in these dues at the earliest dote 
uoh^iblcj in order to adjust them to the requirement* of the fighlhotwa service, 

In the meanwhile, the Liverpool Steam Ship-owners* Association have been informed 
that tludr communication has been l ran ami tied to the Foreign Office for the consideration 
of the Secretary of State.

W ai ^seifi patting through the Sum Canal for the support of the Egyptian 

Thb Association understands that upon the inauguration of the Suez Canal the 
levying of light dues was relegated to the Egyptian Government on the condition of their 
only making n charge sufficient to cover the ncuEsaary outlay, with an addition of 10 T ser 
ceor, on that outlay. 1 1 

From the very great increase in tonnage passing through the Canal since this arrange- 
ment was made, and from the rate at present levied, this Association have bug felt satisfied 
llsat the revenue must largely exceed the expenditure plus 10 per cent., and it would 
appear by answers recently given to question* in the House of Commons that the receipt* 
amount to a sum more than double the expenditure. 

In Hie ease ot a steamer of 2,600 tons net register, the dues levied for this purpose 
amount to no less than TM, for u passage out and home. 

Under these circumstances, the Association venture to hope that Her Majesty's 
government may he able to take with as little delay as possible the necessary steps 
in reduce this very heavy harden upon slaip-owners.

The facts are briefly as follows :— _ * 

The light dues yield a revenue to the Egyptian Government which is largely m exc*M 
of the expenditure, Considered on their own merit*, the complaints of the Steam-ship 
Corapames are very wall founded. A strong co3c has undoubtedly been made out lor the 
reduction of these dues, which weigh heavily on commerce. 

On the other hand, Ihe Budget of the Convention made provision for receipts from 
these dues which are about equal to the actual revenue. 

In tunny respects the estimates both for revenue and expenditure framed at the time 
of the Convention have turned out too optimist. The whole account was ao finely 
balanced that it difficult to make a change in any one item without affecting the general 

result. , 

Under present circumstanced, therefore, it is difficult for the Egyptian Government to 

make any concession in the way of reducing (he dues.

* I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith, for your Lordship’s information, the 
Report, of the Lighthouses and Outsorts Administration of the Egyptian Government on 

the year 1830.* ^ 

Yout Lordship will observe that the receipts ot the Lighthouse Adm ini stration for that 
year amounted to £ E, 87,113, being £ E. 3,519 less than the estimate. The expenditure 
Was £ E. 25,227, being £ E. (3,012 less than the estimate j but this decrease is mainly due 
to the fact that a sum of £ E. 5,000 was provided in the estimate for the erection ot new 
lights, none of which \m been expended. . , , „* 

Morice Pasha states that the diminution in the receipts is entirely due to tho killing 
off of the number of vesuele passing through the Canal, 

Table (D) gives the tonnage of ships paying light dues from 1879 to 1686- U will 
be seen that the tonnage at Alexandria shows a alight fulling-off in 1886 as compared with 
the two previous years. The tonnage of vessels passing through tile Canal from west to 
cast, which pay dues at Port Said, lies diminished, while that of vessels from the cast, 
due$ from which are collected at Suesi, has remained stationary.

My Lord, Cairo, July 2, 1887, 

I HAVE the honour fco acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s despatch No, 20, 
Commercial, of the 9th til time, inclosing copy of a letter from the Liverpool Steam Ship¬ 
owners to the Board of Trade on the subject of tbc Egyptian light dues, and instructing 
me to report bow the question of the establishment of additional lights in the Red Sea 
now stands. 

In reply, I would refer your Lordship to Sir E, Baring’s despatch to Lord Rosebery 
No, 9, Commercial, Confidential, of the 22nd March, 1886, in which was reported a 
suggestion of the CotUrolIeF of Egyptian Lighthouses that, in view 1 of the Agreement 
between the Porte and MM, Collos and Mich oil, to whom the Concession for the erection 
of lights in the Red Sea had been granted, the Egyptian Government should try to conic to 
an understanding cither with the Porte or with M, Colins for the immediate creel ion, at 
the expenee of the Egyptian Government, of lights at or near Abu Ail and Mocha, 

On the lit April. 1886, however, Lord Rosebery telegraphed and wrote to Sir E. 
Baring that, in view of the note which his Lordship had addressed to Rustem Pasha on 
the 22nd March, it would be advisable to await the reply of the Turkish Ambassador 
before taking any action in the matter, 

I am not aware whether any answer to that note has yet been received from his 
Excellency, but in so far as ihe actual erection of the Sights in question is concerned, I 
regret to say that I am informed (hut no further progress has bean made. The difficulty 
still lies with the Turkish Government; if they agreed, 1 do not think there would be any 
difficulty in inducing the Egyptian Government to put up and maintain the lights them- 
selves, charging no extra dues, on condition that no claim for Light dues were mode by 
MM* CoSlas or Michelh If this arrangement is impossible, it has been suggested to me 
that Turkey should erect the lighthouses and that Egypt should pay for them ; hut in this 
ease the work should be under Egyptian supervision, and precautions would have to be 
taken to prevent this Government from being unnecessarily overcharged. 

Although it has been considered hitherto that the construction of the two new lights 
at Abu All and Mocha would satisfy all the requirements of shlp-ownois bo far as concerns 
the lighting of the lied Seu, my attention bus been culled to the desirability of erecting 
another light on Shadwuu Inland, at the entrance to the Gulf of Suck, os a Peninsular and 
Oriental steamer lias recently been ashore there, which probably would not have been the 
case had there been a lighthouse on the island. 

In no eaac, however, whatever may be the number of new lights eventually to be 
erected, should additional dues bo charged for their maintenance. Protests are continually 
being made to the Egyptian Government against the excessive tax levied for light due*; 
In fact, the Controller of the Egyptian Lighthouse Administration inform* mu that 
practically all these due* arc now paid under protest.

The duration of the tariff 1 now proposed is more favourable to the trade than that 
contained in the original Concession, and extends for forty years after half the Bed Seu 
lights are established, a period estimated at three years. 

In considering the value to navigation of the proposed lights, the questions arise— 

1, Arc each of them necessary for the safety of navigation, and arc the sites the best 
that can be selected 1 

2. Is the passing trade able and prepared to pay the dues necessary to meet the cost 
of their establishment and maintenance? 

No. 23, Mocha, and No. 21, Abou Ail, are the lights that have been most pressed for 
by manners. 

These two tights could be attended by one relief-vessel and from one base station, 
if they were erected; the passing trade would greatly benefit, and British traders are 
prepared to pay the necessary dues. 

No* 18. Zebayi 1 ; would be it useful light, and woe recommended by the French 
hydrographer in 1670. No. Id, Jcbel Tier, has been naked for, and would lie useful, not 
so much on account of the island presenting a danger in Itself, but as affording a convenient 
site for an inexpensive building, the light from which would guard an extensive! range of 
neigh h curing waters. 

These two lights, Nos. IS and Ifj, are, liowaver, not absolutely necessary for the 
safety of shipping carefully navigated, and their establishment can well be deferred until 
ibe more dangerous part of the route is lighted, and there are funds in hand to meet their 
cost. 

The remaining eight lights are not required by mariners navigating with ordinary 
care. Unless n vessel is unusually far out of her course, six of the eight would never bo 
sighted. The following Table shows the distance of each from the direct route, and the 
distance-vessels navigating in the fairway would pass beyond the estimated range of

The main route tip and down the Red Sea between “The Dradaioa" on the north 
and Jebel Tier on the south is a straight one, and on a bearing that all vessels must have 
been steering shortly before getting out of sight of visible objects, and, by their help, able 
to insure the correctness of their compasses on lbe course to be steered; hence the few 
casualties that have occurred to vessels navigating within this district, and the unimportance 
that mariners attach to its being lighted. 

Il the time ever arrives when lights are demanded, it will be questionable whether it 
would not be preferable and less expensive to light the western rather tlian the eastern 
shore* 

Also, before any sites are finally decided upon for lights in the vicinity of Jobe! Zukur 
mid the Hunisli Islands, it is worthy of consideration whether Abou Ail and Mocha arc 
the beet eta; and whether the Channel, recently surveyed westward of the group, if 
lighted, might not afford a safer route than that now used. 

Ak regards the financial question, the lied Sea trade is nt present charged light dues 
for the Egyptian lights at the northern aid of the Red Sea at the rate of 80 paras per ton 
up to, and half dues above, 800 tons; the total tux on a vessel with u net tonnage of 
3,200 ions, amounting to about 38/, each voyage. 

In the tariff of Egyptian lighthouse dues published in 1870, provision is made for a 
revision of these dues when the state of the funds permit, and a "decrease in the charge

ON the 13th ultimo I had the honour to intimate to your Excellency that 1 had 
communicated to my colleague, the Minister of Marine, the note which you addressed lo 
me on the 7th March relative to the Concession made by the Ottoman Government to 
Messrs, Celias and Michel of the right to establish lighthouses in the Red Sea, on the 
coast of Arabia mid Persian Gulf 

The reply which I bar* now received from that Department justifies rue in informing 
your Excel ferny that, apart from the more or less well-founded right of the Ottoman 
Government to levy dues, as it does in the case of its lighthouses hi the Black Sea, for 
those which it may set up In the Red Sea outside ports, and which are only useful to 
passing ships, the Government of Ilis Majesty concur in the observations of the Board of 
Trade respecting the clnsaificatioa and advantages of the lighthouses in the Red Sea* and 
they are of opinion besides, in view of the special navigation of the sea in question, and 
of the harm which might ho done to the trade of the Maritime Power# interested if 
exorbitant dues are levied, that the Ottoman Government might be informed that a 
moderate impost can only he accepted in the ease of those lighthouses which ore of 
reoognisced utility to ships passing through the Red Sea, which in the present case are 
those denoted in Annex (B) by the Noe. 16, IS, 21, and 23—those of the Islands Jobcl 
Teer, Zebayt, and Abu-Ail, and of the port of Mocha.

[ have now the honour to forward to your Lordship copy of a note which I have 
received in reply from the Russian Minister for Foreign Affairs, in which bis Excellency 
informs me that the Russian Government entirely concurs in the opinion of Her Majesty's 
Government that it is impossibly to admit the right of the Porto arbitrarily and without 
the consent of the Powers interested to levy taxes on vessels navigating the Red Sea which 
do not touch at any Turkish port, 

Your Lordship will further perceive that his Excellency considers that un under¬ 
standing on this matter can only be come to on the basis indicated in your Lordship's 
Memorandum, and that, in the opinion of the Russian Government, the security of the 
navigation in the Red Sea would be attained by the erection of Lighthouses at DjebriLTarr, 
Zebayr, Abon-Ail, and Mocha. 

The Imperial Government could not sanction the present Stghthonre of "Two 
Brothers'* being replaced by lighthouses tit Masabid and Sliem Makar, as these two last- 
named points arc not in the fairway.

. REFERRING to my reply of the 11th April to Sir L. Weal's note of the L9£h March, 
1888, relative to the proposed establishment by the Turkish Government of certain lights 
m the Red Sen and the Persian Gulf, I now have tha honour to inform you that 1 him? 
received a letter from the Secretary of the Navy on’tho Huhject, in which he expresses the 
opinion that it would be inexpedient for Ellis Govern moot to assent io the Turkish 
proposal. 

My colleague, moreover, observes that apart from the general inexpediency of 
assenting in any new- cose to the imposition of Light dues upon passing vessels, the present 
proposal la open to specific objection in this, that out of the twelve coast-lights proposed 
only four can he considered as in any sense necessary or desirable, namely, Jebel Tier (16), 
Zebayr (18), Abcm Ail (21), and Mocha (23)* Secondly, the tolls which it is proposed to 
very rHS excessive, and apparently combine in one system of charges the maintenance of 


force for forty years after a certain number of lights shall have been erected. 

The Secretary of the Navy is therefore of the opinion that the proposal in its present 
form would be extremely burdensome, and should not be agreed to, but that this Govern¬ 
ment might safely assent to a properly guarded arrangement providing for the erection of 
the four drove-mentioned lights, ond for the collection of reasonable toils for their 
maintenance, with the understanding that the tolls should cease at an early date,

My Government hove not at present important interests in this question, and they 
arc therefore prepared to concur in any decision which may be arrived at by Her Majesty s 
Government and the various other foreign Governments w|ip are directly interested. 
With regard, however, to the imposition of dues for the chfeblithinent nnd maintenance of 
lighthouses? as is pointed out in the Memorandum of the Board of Trade, this is a qucfltLon 
which concerns the independent rights ai all independent countries, and cannot he subject 
to interference on the port of other Powers ; but, in regard to the undesirability of dues 
being levied by a Government from vessels which navigate the high seas without entering 
the ports of the country Concerned, and of a profit being made thereby by the said Govern¬ 
ment, my Government is entirely in accord with the Government of Her Majesty.

SIR EDWARD MALET addressed a note on the IGth March last to the Imperial 
German Government, informing them of the views of Her Majesty's Government with 
regard to the Agreement entered into on the 2nd (litb) April, 1881, between Turkey and 
Mosers. Collas and Mfchd, for the construction and keeping up of, altogether, thirty lights 
on the Rod Sea, the Persian Gulf, and south-east coast of Arabia. 

With reference to this communication, S have the honour to state to your Lordship 
that the imperial Government entirely agree with the objections raised by Her Majesty's 
Government, and that they wish to call attention tu some further points which sieecn to 
require reconsideration. 

With regard to the question of the places where lights are necessary, the Impend 
Government are also of opinion that they are required on Djcbd-55elmyr and Djcbel-Terr 
(Nos, 18 nod 16 on list B, Jndosurc 2, p. 10), besides the particularly important points 
at Mocha and Abou-ALl (Nos. 23 and 21)* 

On account of the shoals and reefs near Mocha, it might be better to have a light-ship 
outside the shoals there instead of el light on lend. In view of the danger caused to ships 
passing the Red Sea by the lately-discovered Avocet i onic, where the steamers *' Avocet ” 
and ** Teddiugton ** were wrecked lust year, it appears desirable that steps* should be taken 
to mark this rook by means of a light-ship or by some other arrangement.

Until the replies are received it would be unad viable to consider the quest ion of 
establishing light-vmels off the coasts of n friendly neighbouring Power just outside the 
3-itiile limit. 

As to Gnurdaftii. The: trade and foreign Powers have bug pressed for a light, unci 
there ie a general agreement to pay for it; but when Retard of Trade action got to this 
stage, Treasury refused to advance the cost of erection on loan, although all the other 
sums advanced to Board of Trade for similar works cliewhere have been regularly 
paid. 

A lighthouse on shore is oul of the question ut present on account of the unfriendly 
conduct of thus Somali Datives, A light-vessel moored off the Capo would prevent many 
of the wrecks, tiatl probably would in lime lead to the natives agreebg to a lighthouse 
being established on the land.

Government, They indorse the views taken by Her Majesty's Government of the 
Concession proposed to be given Lo Messrs, Col las and Mtdid, und as thetr iiitereata and 
onra arc identical in this question* the Swedish-Norwegian Government agree to whatever 
Her Majesty^ Government consider necessary and equitable in regard to’ihe numbers of 
lighthouses ta be built in those quarters, and to the scale of dues to bo paid for them.
